It is generally 
thought that Mr. Redmond holds the 
kéy to the position, and it is pointed 
out in some quarters, that if he is 
prepared to go the same length as 
Premier Asquith and the members of 
his cabinet are ready to advance in 
order to placate the north of Ireland 
the threats of civil war in that coun- 
try cun be averted, 

Unionists say they would not Ve 
surprised to see Premier Asquith rid 
ing for a fall before the home rule 
bill is again reached in case the Irish 
leader should refuse to make the con- 
cessions considered necessary by 
them. They say that if Mr. Redmond 
should agree to the exclusion of Ul- 
ster even for a specified term of 
years an agreement might be reach- 


ed. 


ANOTHER WARRANT 
OUT FOR DR. HUGHES 


Whereabouts of 4 Edmonton Den- 
tist Nct Known to Toronto 
Crown Counsel 


Toronto, Gt, Feb. 2.—A second 
bench warrant for the arrest of Dr 
. G. Hughes, densist, of Edmogiton, 
director of the defunct Union Life 
Insurance Company, and wanted in 
connection with the criminal proceed- 
ings which has arisen out of the in- 
vestigation, has been issued by Mr 
Justice Latehford. 

“This warrant hes been made a 
little broader than the first warrant,” 
stated Crown Counsel Duvernet, this 
morning, in court. “As yet everyone 
seems to be in doubt as to the where- 
abouts of Dr. Hughes. He was sup- 
posed to have left Edmonton last 


Commissioner Booth, in prac- 
tically his first official act after 
taking office, Inid down stringent 
regulations to gevern civic reliet 
to unemployest. 

“Phe mimes of the leaders of 
the unemployed, and all those 
who refuse to accept work when 
offered them, must be taken and 
no further consideration be 
shown, We shall deal in future 
only with individuals, and not 
with any league of unemployed. 
Neither do we intend to find 
work to suit the pleasure of men 
who claim they are almost starv- 
ing. ‘We are only going to try 
and keep them from starving or 
suffering until they can = find 
work to suit themselves. A large 
numiber of these men have been 
imposing on the city, and I pro- 
pose to put a stop to such prac- 
tices,” 


Such, in brief, was the dictum is- 
sued by Mr. Booth at the meeting of 
the commissioners this morning, and 
it found unanimous support from the 
other commissioners present. Mayor 
McNamara was the only member of 
the board absent at the time the ac- 
tion was taken, 

Civic Relief Officer Turnbull ap- 
peared before the board to receive 
further instructions on the question 
of dealing with these men. 

Refused to Work, 

“The unemployed situation in the 
city is not growing any less serious,” 
he declared. “Yesterday 230 of these 
men went as a body to two of the city 
churehes. They demanded to he al- 
jJowed to sleep in McDougall Metho- 
dist church last night. I was called 
over to take charge of them, and 
arranged for beds for all, But I found 
vhen it was put up lo these men to 
tnke the beds, that a number of them 
did not want them, There also are a 
number, the leaders particularly, who 
refuse to werk. This morning I offer- 
ed work to each of these leaders and 
they all refused. One said he did not 
know how to do brushing of land, An- 
other declared thirty dollars a month 
and board would not keep himself 
ind wife. Another said he had se- 
cured permanent work this morning. 
They then said that the only reason ! 
was offering them the jobs, was. to 
test them. That, as a matter of fact. 
was the truth.” 

It was then that Commissioner 
Booth, with the approval of the 
board, instructed Myr. Turnbull ito 
secure the names of all men who re- 
fuse work when offered them, and to 
show no further consideration for 
such men,
